The Institute was founded in 1978 to provide a foundation for the teaching of, 
and research in, Women’s Studies.

WOMEN’S STUDIES SCHOLARSHIPS: 


THE MAIR VERTHUY SCHOLARSHIP 


It was established in 1983, when Prof. Mair Verthuy left her post as the first 
Principal of the Simone de Beauvoir Institute. In order to show an appreciation for her 
work and devotion to the Institute and Women’s Studies, and to recognize, in a most 
concrete way, her skills as a teacher, mentor, initiator, and creative individual, several of 
her colleagues established the Mair Verthuy Fund. The purpose of this Fund is to 
continue Prof. Verthuy’s work by offering tangible, monetary support to a student in the 
Women’s Studies Programmes. The recipient must have completed 60 credits with a 
minimum overall GPA of 3.0; of the completed credits, at least 30 must be from 
Women’s Studies courses with a minimum 3.5 GPA. 


THE PROVOST SCHOLARSHIP - SIMONE DE BEAUVOIR INSTITUTE 


This scholarship is awarded each spring to the student with the highest G.P.A. 
after completing their first semester. 


THE MARJORIE S. DEWITZ BURSARY 


This bursary is awarded to a full-time female undergraduate student doing a 
combination of Major/Minor in Women’s Studies and Political Science. The student must 
have completed 24 credits of her programme and be academically deserving and 
financially needy. The applicant must also be a Canadian citizen or permanent resident. 


GENERAL SCHOLARSHIPS: 


FALL ENTRANCE SCHOLARSHIP 


A number of scholarships are available to students entering their first year of 
full time study. These are awarded by the University Scholarship Committee on the basis 
of academic achievement during the last three semesters of CEGEP or the equivalent. 
Applications are available from the Financial Aid Office. 

Application deadline is March 1. 
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JANUARY ENTRANCE SCHOLARSHIP 


A number of scholarships are awarded to students entering Concordia in 
January. Applications are available from the Financial Aid Office. 
Application deadline is November 1. 


MATURE STUDENTS ENTRANCE SCHOLARSHIP 

This programme is intended for students entering a 108-credit programme. 
These students may apply for an entrance scholarship when they enter the 90-credit 
programme - i.e. have completed 18 credits. Applications are available at the Financial 
Aid Office. High academic standing is the only criterion for such an award.

UNDERSTANDING THE NUMBERING OF COURSES 
EXAMPLE: WSDB 290/2 Sec. AA 


The WSDB indicates that the course is in Women’s Studies. 
The 290 indicates the level of the course: 
ie. 200 courses are at the introductory level 
400 courses are at the more advanced level 


The /2 is the term when the course is given: 

ie. /1 is given during the SUMMER session (3 or 6 credits) 
/2 is given during the FALL session (3 credits) 
/3 is given during the FALL & WINTER sessions (6 credits) 
/4 is given during the WINTER session (3 credits) 


The Sec. AA is an indication of the campus where the course is held and the time of day. 
Courses offered on the Loyola Campus have numbered lecture, lab, tutorial, and studio 
designations (e.g. 01, 02, 51, 52) while courses on the Sir George Williams Campus have 
lettered section designations (e.g. A, B, AA, BB). 


A SINGLE digit (with a zero) or single letter indicates daytime courses. 
DOUBLE digits or double letters indicate evening courses (after 4pm). 


CREDITS EXAMPLE: WSDB 398” 
When you see a course number with a superscript (as in the example) the superscript 
indicates the number of credits for that course. In the above example, the superscript "3" 
indicates that this is a 3-credit course. 


An asterisk "*" after the numerical superscript indicates that these courses are special topic 
courses offered from time to time. A student may take this kind of course for credit more 
than once as long as the subject matter is different as indicated by the letter following the 
number:

This course provides an introduction to the lives and conditions of women in historical 
contexts. It is suited both to those interested in women’s issues in general and students 
enrolled in Women’s Studies. Topics range from motherhood, lesbianism, family, violence 
and racism to women’s economic status and women’s resistance. (3 credits)

This course looks at the lives and conditions of women in recent times; it explores 
systems of domination and women’s resistance to them. It investigates how women have 
empowered themselves within these systems and have struggled for, and achieved, 
change. Topics may include women’s organizations, socialization, education, language, 
economic and political structures. (3 credits) 
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WSDB 292/2 FEMINISMS AND RESEARCH METHODS 
Lec. AA ---J- 16:05 - 17:55 SGW T.B.A. 


This course exposes students to a variety of research practices such as: oral history, case 
studies, multi-media representation, survey/content analysis, library research, and field 
work. It encourages students to think critically, and to improve their ability to gather, 
analyze, and effectively present ideas and information. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: Enrolment in a Women’s Studies programme or permission of the Institute. 


WSDB 380/2 FEMINIST THOUGHT I 
Lec. AA M--- — 18:05 - 20:10 SGW T.B.A. 


This course seeks to deconstruct the ideological premises of knowledge-production and 

provides an overview of various modes of knowledge, theory and activism among women 

in different cultural contexts. These types of knowledge range from storytelling to 

academic theorizing. The course provides key concepts and critical approaches for 

Feminist Thought II. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from other 
WSDB or elective courses. 


NOTE: Students who have taken this course under WSDB 394 may not take this 
course for credit. . 


WSDB 381/4 FIRST NATIONS WOMEN 
Sem. AA -T-— 18:05 - 20:10 SGW T.B.A. 


This course aims to acquaint students with North American First Nations, particularly the 

women’s contemporary realities. Other pedagogical objectives are to facilitate an 

understanding of cultural perception; to develop a critical viewpoint of ethnocentrism in 

mainstream society; to introduce the current debate around minority representation, 

cultural appropriation and postcolonial theory. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from other 
WSDB or elective courses. 


NOTE: Students who have taken this course under a WSDB 398 number may not 
take this course for credit. 
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WSDB 382/2 SCIENCE, TECHNOLOGY AND WOMEN’S LIVES 
Sem. AA -T--- 16:05 - 17:55 SGW M. Ainley 


This course explores both historical trends and contemporary concerns regarding women, 
science and technology. It investigates: stereotypes of science and scientists; western 
science vs. native knowledge; science as a social activity and as a career choice for 
women; and the effects of science and technology on women’s lives. (3 credits) 
Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from 
other WSDB or elective courses. 

NOTE: Students who have taken this course under a WSDB 398 number may not 
take this course for credit. A SCIENCE BACKGROUND IS NOT NECESSARY. 


WSDB 383/2 LESBIAN ISSUES AND REALITIES 
Sem. AA M---- 16:05 - 17:55 SGW T.B.A. 


This course introduces students to the field of lesbian studies and examines lesbian 
existence within a historical, as well as a contemporary, context. A central theme of the 
course is diversity among lesbians, not only in terms of race, class, ability, but also in 
terms of political consciousness. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from other 

WSDB or elective courses. 

NOTE: Students who have taken this course under a WSDB 398 number may not 
take this course for credit. 


WSDB 390/4 WOMEN AND PEACE 
Sem. AA -W-- = 16:05 - 17:55 SGW C. Maillé 


This course will offer a critical feminist perspective on a series of themes related to the 
peace concepi defined in its broadest sense. It will look for feminist peace politics 
through analysis of issues such as gender differences on attitudes related to violence, war 
and peace, maternal thinking, roles played by women during wars and in the mythology 
surrounding the warrior culture, violence and wars against women, feminism and 
militarism, and women in the army. Attention will be given to groups such as Voice of 
Women, feminist initiatives such as Greenham Commons and the Halifax Conference and 
ways to educate for peace. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from other 

WSDB or elective courses. 
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WSDB 391/4 HEALTH ISSUES: FEMINIST PERSPECTIVES 
Sem. AA M---- 18:05 - 20:10 SGW K. Kailo 


This course examines topics related to women’s health today and in the past. The topics 
covered (breast cancer, AIDS, etc.) change annually. They may include questions 
concerning reproduction, the female body/anatomy, an analysis of doctor/patient 
relationships, mental health, psychoanalysis/psychotherapy, feminist therapy and healing. 
The seminar will also explore healing practices and medical beliefs that provide 
alternatives to traditional western medicine. Issues of race, class, gender, sexual 
orientation, ability and age will be addressed throughout. (3 credits) 

Prerequisite: 18 credits including WSDB 290, 291, and 292, and 9 credits from other 

WSDB or elective courses. 


WSDB 392/4 FEMINISMES DANS LA FRANCOPHONIE 
Sem. AA -T--- 16:05 - 17:55 SGW L. Lequin

This course uses the critical approaches studied in Feminist Thought I to explore the 
changes that have taken place in women’s expression and interpretation of modes of 
knowledge and theory. The course focuses on the relationship between oppressive 
systems and the ways different women’s groups have resisted them. 

Prerequisites: 30 credits, which must include WSDB 380 and 9 other WSDB credits. 


NOTE: Students who have taken WSDB 394 may not take this course for credit. 
WSDB 490/4 ADVANCED SEMINAR IN WOMEN’S STUDIES 

Special Subject: Feminist Ethics
